A Man and His Dream 

■ According to Walt Disney, 
"Disneyland really began 
when my two daughters were 
very young. Saturday was 
always Daddy's Day, and I 
I would take them to the merry- 
go-round and sit on a bench 
eating peanuts. And sitting there, alone, I 
felt there should be something built, 
some kind of family park where parents 
and children could have fun together 

Walt's was obviously an idea whose 
time had come, for, exactly one year 
and a day after ground was broken on 
its orange grove site, Disneyland opened 
its gates to a curious crowd of 28,154 
visitors. From the beginning, Disneyland 
attracted repeat business, plus the 
interest from visitors all over the world. 
After only seven weeks, the millionth 
guest entered Disneyland. As of the 
first of this year, over 187 million guests 
had explored the Park. 

All was not roses on that memor- 
able July 17 Opening Day which Walt 
himself referred to later as "Black 
Sunday" The underestimated atten- 
dance made for traffic jams, long lines 
and frustrations, including numerous 
mis-cued camera cuts during the live 
ABC network television coverage. Celeb- 
rities were everywhere enjoying the 
unique rides and atmosphere of 
"themed" lands. Co-hosts Art Linkletter, 
Bob Cummings, and Ronald Reagan 
interviewed entertainers Frank Sinatra 
and Sammy Davis Jr.; Buddy Ebsen and 
Fess Parker (of Davy Crockett fame) 
called square dances in Frontierland. 
Debbie Reynolds, Dinah Shore, George 
Montgomery, James Mason, Eve Arden, 
and Maureen O'Hara all joined in the 
festivities. 

There were 18 attractions featured 
on Day One. That number increased to 
22 within a few weeks. The most notable 
were Sleeping Beauty's Castle, the Jungle 
Cruise and the majestic Mark Twain 
paddlewheel steamboat. 

It was indeed a day of jubilation 


and gaiety, with Orange County present- 
ing a premiere the likes of which had 
never been seen before anywhere! 

Disneyland's future overwhelming 
success could hardly have been fore- 
seen either by the first Park guests, the 
press, soothsayers or even the great 
showman himself. Although Walt must 
have known his idea had gone beyond 
his wildest dreams when he stated, 
"Almost everyone warned us that 
Disneyland would be a Hollywood spec- 
tacular— a spectacular failure. But 
they were thinking about an amusement 
park, and we believed in our idea— a 
family park where parents and children 
could have fun . . . together. 

S New attractions added to the 
Park in 1956 proved quickly 
that Walt Disney was keeping 
his promise of Disneyland's 
continued growth. Tom Saw- 
yer Island in Frontierland soon 
became a favorite escape for 
young people. Colorful RainbowCaverns 
were also added to Frontierland. The 
Park's spectacular fireworks made their 
debut in 1956. A new aerial tramway 
allowed a birds-eye view of Tomorrow- 
land and Fantasyland. And Storybook 
Land, first called "Canal Boats of the 
World" was expanded as part of the 
1956 two million dollar expansion. 

A Small Wonder 

Storybook Land is exactly what its 
name implies ... a relaxing outdoor boat 
excursion through lands of miniature 
homes and hamlets. Banks along the 
canals are resplendent in small-scale 
reproductions of Walt Disney Produc- 
tions' best-loved movie settings, each 
re-created by Disney experts in exact 
and painstaking detail. Each individual 
building, from the home of the Seven 
Dwarfs to Prince Charming's castle, is 
hand-crafted right down to the chimneys, 
window sashes and doorknobs. Tiny 
flowers and miniature trees grow every- 
where, their growth being controlled to

relate to the small scale of the settings. 

Storybook Land is truly a voyage 
through the never-never land of imagi- 
nation . . . where idyllic scenes become 
magically alive, and — in a small way— 
the best loved fables of childhood 
become real. 

The magnificent vessel Colum- 
bia, joined the Mark Twain in 
cruising the Frontierland 
"Rivers of America" in 1958. 
This full-rigged, three-masted 
ship is a full-size replica of 
the first American ship to cir- 
cumnavigate the globe (1787-1790). The 
Grand Canyon Diorama was added to 
the Santa Fe and Disneyland Railroad 
journey. It is a full-color painting which 
required 4,800 hours to complete. 

In June of 1959, the most am- 
bitious and costly expansion 
program in Disneyland's his- 
tory was completed. Additions 
included the Submarine 
Voyage, the fabulous Matter- 
horn Mountain and bobsleds 
and the smooth and silent Disneyland- 
Alweg Monorail System which was 
dedicated by then former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon. Soviet Premier Nikita 
Krushchev was miffed when the U S. 
Government barred him from visiting the 
Park due to security precautions. 





Walt Disney's Enchanted Tiki 
Room in 1963 unveiled a new 
medium of three-dimensional 
entertainment called "Audio- 
Animatronics" a medium 
which, in this case, brought to 
life an amusing collection of 
birds, flowers, and Tiki gods, but which, 
in the not-too-distant future, would be 
used to create effects guests would find 
much more startling. 



"Nature's Wonderland" based 
on Walt Disney's Academy 
Award winning True-Life 
Adventure motion pictures, 
opened in June of 1960 with: 
204 life-like animals, birds and 
reptiles in a setting of wilder- 
ness and desert regions of the American 
West. Disneyland offered its first Private 
Party in that year plus its first annual 
"Dixieland at Disneyland " event. 

1961 will be remembered by 
many of their fans as the year 
the famous Osmond Brothers 
appeared in Disneyland's 
popular Carnation Plaza 
Gardens. Louis Armstrong 
entertained for "Dixieland at 
Disneyland" leading an array of bands 
on rafts floating down the Rivers of 
America in Frontierland. 


B "Great Moments With Mr. 
Lincoln" first amazed visitors 
with the life-like magic of 
"Audio-Animatronics" in 1965, 
opening in a new $1.5 million 
theater on Main Street U.S.A. 
Year ten was also celebrated 
by a year-long tencennial celebration, 
and Disneyland's first "Fantasy on 
Parade" was introduced during the 
Christmas season. 

In 1966, Disneyland added its 
first all-new "land" since its 
premiere— New Orleans 
Square. "It's A Small World" 
opened its enchanting doors 
to guests in the summer of 
1966. On December 15, the 
whole world mourned the passing of 
Walt Disney. 
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The Park introduced one of its 
finest achievements in Audio- 
Animatronics wizardry, the 
"Pirates of the Caribbean;' in 
1 967. The 12th year of opera- 
tion also saw a whole new 
Tomorrowland built at a cost 
of $23 million. New attractions in the 
new land included: the PeopleMover, 
Carousel of Progress, Adventure Thru 
Inner Space, Flight to the Moon, Rocket 
Jets, the Tomorrowland Terrace and a 
new 360-degree "Circle-Vision" version 
of "America the Beautiful" 



After more than a decade of 
development, the long- 
awaited "Haunted Mansion" 
— populated by 999 horribly- 
humorous ghosts and spirits, 
opened in the summer of 
1969. On August 16 an all-time, 
single-day record was set when 82,516 
guests filed through the Disneyland 
turnstiles. 


A fast-paced musical come 
dy, "Show Me America" was 
the frosting on the Park's 
fifteenth birthday cake in 
5§^B 1970. From its opening per- 
I formance, when members of 
the press led a standing 
ovation, through its summer-end closing 
124 performances later, the show was 
acclaimed by audiences and critics alike. 



S An authentically detailed 
Indian Village gave way in 
1972 to the Park's seventh and 
newest land, Bear Country. 
The highlight of the new 
backwoods setting was a rib- 
tickling musical revue called 
Country Bear Jamboree. . .featuring 18 
musically -inclined bears and other 
Audio-Animatronics creatures. 

"The Walt Disney Story;' trac- 
gf ing the accomplishments of 
^P Disney through a rare collec- 
tion of film footage and 
memorabilia, replaced "Mr 
I Lincoln" in 1973. The Lincoln 
show however, returned in 
1975 as a featured part of "The Walt 
Disney Storv" 



"America on Parade" the 
Park's 15-month salute to our 
nation's Bicentennial, pre- 
miered June14,1975. Led by 
Mickey, Donald and Goofy 
as the "Spirit of 76" the pro- 
cession treated guests to a 
whimsical view of our country's past. 

Action in the "J ungle Cruise" 
attraction was stepped up in 
1976 with the addition of new 
scenes and 31 new members 
of its Audio-Animatronics 
animal kingdom. Thanksgiving 
holidays were enlivened with 
performances by singer Pearl Bailey 
aboard a special floating stage on the 
"Rivers of America" 



In 1974, "America Sings;' 
another Audio-Animatronics 
^^S^P favorite, replaced the 

"Carousel of Progress!' Disney- 
I land celebrated its 20th 
I Christmas season, highlighted 
by the Candlelight Caroling 
ceremony narrated by actor Cary Grant. 



The most spectacular addition 
to the Tomorrowland scene 
was the majestic "Space 
Mountain" complex, built in 
1977 at a cost of $20 million. 
Along with the high-speed, 
deep-space adventure itself, 
the adjoining facilities include a huge 
amphitheatre, 670-seat fast-food restau- 
rant and an arcade with the latest elec- 
tronic games. On hand to dedicate the 
new attraction were Mercury astronauts 
Scott Carpenter, Gordon Cooper, Wally 
Schirra, Alan Shepard and Betty Grissom, 
widow of Virgil I. "Gus" Grissom.

As 1979 drew to a close, plans for 
the Park's 1980 silver anniversary events 
were being made . . . exciting plans for a 
year-long birthday party!

October18 and 19. On May 3,10,17, 24, 
25,31 and June 7, "Encore Nights" will 
showcase top-name personalities who 
have performed at the Park in previous 
years.

"Imagineering" Disneyland's Newest Attraction — 
BIG THUNDER MOUNTAIN RAILROAD 
by Tom Fitzgerald 


Big Thunder Mountain Railroad, 
Disneyland's 59th and newest attraction, 
was brought to life by the Disney magic 
of "Imagineering" It is the unique 
process which created Walt's "dream" 

25 years ago, and which continues to 
develop new ideas for Disneyland's near 
and distant future. 

The wizardry of "Imagineering" is 
accomplished by the creative staff of 
WED Enterprises, (an acronym for 
Walter Elias Disney), the design and 
engineering team of the Disney organiza- 
tion. It is here that the seed for the Big 
Thunder show was planted more than 
seven years ago. 

With a thrill show concept 
approved, "Imagineers" set to work 
creating Big Thunder Mountain Railroad. 
Artists created renderings of key show 
elements, which were arranged in a 
storyboard fashion until a unified theme 
emerged. 

The transformation from renderings 
to reality began in WED's Dimensional 
Design department, where a variety of 
scale models was created for the attrac- 
tion. Nine track layouts were produced 
at 1/20" scale size before designers were 
satisfied with the configuration. 

The next step was to create a V * " 
scale "show model" and it was here that 
a major design change was made The 
Monument Valley motif of the rock 
work was changed to reflect the style of 
Utah's beautiful Bryce Cannon. Disney 
designers felt that the playful, fantasy- 
like appearance of the Bryce rock work 
would fit better with the scale and 
atmosphere of Disneyland. 

Big Thunder was planned to be con- 
structed on the tract of land once occu- 
pied by the "Mine Train Through 
Nature's Wonderland" attraction. The 
backwoods atmosphere of that area was 
the result of more than 20 years of tree 
growth, and the designers were anxious 
to preserve as much of the landscaping 
as possible. With the new Bryce Canyon 
setting, the aspen and pine trees of the 
acreage were now "in character;' and 
much of the specimen size greenery 
remained intact. 

But to achieve the "fantasy" feeling 
of the rock work and "make it look real" 
was far more intricate than the original 
design. To reproduce the complex struc- 
tures of Big Thunder Mountain, a unique 
construction method was employer}. 


A Vi" toT scale model was con- 
structed to serve as a guide for the on- 
site production of the rock work. A grid 
pattern of Vi" squares was drawn over 
the model, which was then cut intol" 
slices. 

A full scale grid, painted on a 
paved area backstage at Disneyland, 
provided the exact dimensions for the 
model-to-mountain enlarging process. 

Iron rebar was then bent into 
proper contours, and assembled in for- 
mation. Next, the frames were filled in 
and covered with a wire mesh, called 
lath. 

Finally, a concrete substance was 
poured over the lath and textured to 
give the rock its rough exterior. 

The resulting rock work is believed 
to be the most elaborate texture and 
shape formation of its scope and size 
ever attempted. The mountain building 
process was, however, just one part of 
the Big Thunder story. 

Back at WED Enterprises, key show 
elements were being readied. Imagineers 
were busily creating shimmering phos- 
phorescent pools, tumbling avalanches, 


flying bats and even a splash-down 
finale for the railroad adventure. 

Nearby at MAPO, the manufactur- 
ing and prototype development division 
of Walt Disney Productions, the specially 
designed trains and ore cars for Big 
Thunder were assembled and tested. 

At Disneyland, designers were put- 
ting the final touches on Big Thunder 
Mountain. Artists spent weeks recreating 
an authentic mining atmosphere for the 
new attraction. To dress the three-acre 
"set" required numerous pieces of what 
one designer calls "early American rust" 

. . . mining artifacts and relics from days 
gone by. 

Finally, in September of 1979, after 
more than two years of construction. Big 
Thunder Mountain Railroad opened to 
Disneyland guests. 

Big Thunder is literally the "wildest 
ride in the wilderness" but it's truly just 
another step in the addition of new 
adventures which Disneyland will offer 
to the public in the years ahead. As 
Walt Disney remarked at the Tencennial 
anniversary celebration of the Magic 
Kingdom, ". . . we're just getting started" V 
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Springtime in Florida is not like those shy days and 
gentle breezes in northern climates that show up hesitantly 
when the calendar pages flip to May. Springtime here bursts 
from beneath a red-orange sun that slowly heats up the day, 
sending water-lovers and sunbathers grabbing for their 
swimsuits and searching for the perfect spot to start that tan 
off right. It must be a place swelling with sparkling clear 
water surrounded by a carpet of white beach and literally 
drenched in warm sunshine. The place they head for? 


River Country. 

River Country is a Disney-style "OF Swimmin' Hole" 
complete with the trimmings. It's a fun-in-the-sun attraction 
located in the Fort Wilderness Resort. It's an exciting recre- 
ation complex where you can splash, ride, and slide into the 
water in umpteen different ways. 

In the giant flumes of "Whoop 'N Holler Hollow," 
adventurous guests are propelled by fast-moving streams of 
water down snake-like slides — one 260 feet long from top to 
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splashing finale. Other aquatic roughriders take innertube 
rafts on a twisting, turning, churning, journey through the 
swirling currents of "White Water Rapids!' 

The Swimmin' Hole itself] cut from the shores of Bay 
Lake, is filled with sparkling 'mountain' water constantly in 
motion as young and old alike swing out on tires, ropes and 
booms for more splashin' fun. 

Nearby, the "Upstream Plunge" provides a year-round 
spa with "Slippery Slide Falls" as its excitement centerpiece 


Sliders ride watery slopes between the boulders toward to 
a verticle drop into the crystal clear waters of the heated pool. 

On the quieter side of River Country, weeping willows 
and giant cypress trees provide a welcome change of pace. 
Winding through the adjacent bayou, a cypress boardwalk 
affords a close look at Florida fauna and flora. 

Gift-wrapped in the pleasant Florida climate, River 
Country is the perfect spot for those who travel in search of 
water, sun and fun. V 
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"The Watcher in the Woods" is 
Walt Disney Productions' newest 
chilling occult thriller — scheduled 
for release in May 1980.

Welcome to an island paradise. 
Listen. You'll hear the soothing sound 
of a cascading shower of cool spar- 
kling water splashing down over steps 
of feather rock lava, settling into a 
crystal clear pool below. Breathe in. 
Smell the fresh, sweet fragrance of 
a bri 1 1 iantly-hued orchid nestled 
beneath the towering Coconut Palm 
stretching upward to the warm after- 
noon stin. 

Ahhhh — paradise! 

Though this kind of paradise was 
once exclusively for Robinson Crusoe- 
like beachcombers now it's even 
closer than the South Seas. At the 
Walt Disney World Vacation Kingdom, 
landscape artists have re-created a 
tropical jungle paradise in the atrium 
of the Great Ceremonial House in* 
the center of the Polynesian Village 
Resort Hotel. 

Bidding all guests a friendly 
"aloha" this extensive collection of 
lush foliage carries you off to a South 
Seas island with your first step into 
the building. The focal point of the 
Polynesian Village, this miniature rain 
forest is one of the largest indoor 


collections of tropic and sub-tropic 
plant life in Florida. 

More than seventy-five different 
species of plants thrive in this two 
hundred fifty-square -foot jungle. The 
largest of these are the five species of 
palm which reach to just inches away 
from the glass-domed ceiling. Tower- 
ing nearly forty feet from the floor 
is the large Coconut Palm (Cocos 
nucifera) called the "Tree of Heaven" 
by islanders since its fruit provides a 
source of food, juice, butters and oils. 
The Coconut Palm can be found in 
virtually all the tropic and sub-tropic 
regions of the world, while the Areca 
Palm (chrysalidocarpus lutescens) and 
the Travelers Palm (Ravenala mada- 
gascariensis) are native only to 
Madagascar and the Kentia Palm 
(Howea forsterana) and the Queen 
Alexander Palm (Ptychospermom 
elegans) are found in Australia. 

In the shade of the palms' grace- 
ful crowns of feathery leaves grow 
several species of smaller ground 
cover plants. Forming a carpet of lush 
greenery are a number of Prayer 
Plants (Maranta leuconeura), Creeping 



Philodendrons (Pothos aurea) and 
Spider Plants (Chlorophytum 
cosmosum). 

Painting the atrium with vivid 
colors are the blossoms of several 
flowering species such as the Flower- 
ing Banana (Musa coccinea), the 
Gardenia (Gardenia grandiflora) and 
members of the anthurium family. 
Several species of the Bromeliad 
including Ornamental Pineapple 
(Ananas striatus, M.B. Foster) are 
planted in this garden, dabbing more 
color throughout the greenery. And 
scattered in planned casualness are 
species of Ginger (Hedychium), White 
Flag (Spathyphylium) and species in 
the orchid family. 

The large rocks which form the 
cascading waterfall in the center of 
the atrium are authentic hardened 
lava identical to that found on vol- 
canic Polynesian islands like Hawaii. 

Some twelve to fifteen hundred 
plants thrive in their nearly perfect 
climate of a constant 70°-78°F. An 
underground irrigation system sup- 
plies the plants with an ideal amount 
of water and the continually flowing 
waterfall provides just the right level 
of humidity. The large glass-enclosed 
roof allows all the foliage ample 
opportunity to bask in the Florida 
sunshine. 

Planned as a warm island wel- 
come for visitors to the Polynesian 
Village, this landscaped splendor 
offers a taste of paradise, seldom so 
easily accessible.
